Continental  Telephone  Services. — Tele- 
phone services  with  France,  Belgium  and 
Switzerland  reopened  for  commercial  calls 
on  September  17.  Minimum  charges  for 
calls  of  three  minutes'  duration  from  all 
places  in  England  and  Wales  are :  France 
(zone  I),  6s. ;  (zone  II),  9s. ;  Belgium,  7s.  ; 
Switzerland,  10s.  An  additional  charge  of 
2S.  6d.  per  three  minutes  is  payable  on  calls 
from  all  places  in  Scotland,  Northern 
Ireland  and  the  Isle  of  Man.  There  are  no 
language  restrictions  on  the  services  with 
Belgium  and  France,  but,  for  the  present, 
all  calls  to  Switzerland  must  be  conducted 
in  either  English  or  French. 

Trade  with  Greece. — Obstacles  in  the  way 
of  trading  with  Greece,  which  arose  out  of 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  legislation, 
have  been  removed.  Banking  channels 
between  the  two  countries  are  restored, 
subject  to  the  operation  of  the  Defence 
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(Finance)  Regulations,  about  which  persons 
intending  to  have  transactions  with  Greece 
should  consult  their  bankers.  Attention  is 
drawn  to  the  necessity  for  compliance  with 
other  regulations,  e.g.  the  Defence  (Finance) 
Regulations,  export  and  import  licensing 
and  the  parallel  regulations  of  the  Greek 
Government.  The  actual  undertaking  of 
commercial  transactions  depends  on  the 
availability  of  the  necessary  physical 
facilities,  e.g.  supply  of  goods,  transport,  etc. 

Retail  Trade  Figures. — The  retail  trade 
returns  for  February- July,  1945,  show  a 
rise  for  every  area  and  in  every  category 
of  goods  over  the  figures  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  in  1944.  The  increase  for  total 
sales  was  6-5  per  cent. 

Advertisements  for  Medical  Appoint- 
ments.— In  compliance  with  a  policy 
adopted  by  the  British  Medical  Association, 
the  "British  Medical  Journal"  and  the 
"Lancet"  are  refusing  to  publish  advertise- 
ments for  permanent  medical  appoint- 
fnents  which  do  not  give  at  least  four 
months'  notice,  so  as  to  allow  applications 
from  possible  candidates  in  the  Far  East. 

Publicity  for  the  Drug  Trade. — In  the 

September  15  issue  of  "Advertisers' 
Weekly,"  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  has  contributed  a  two-page 
article  reviewing  the  wholesale  and  retail 
drug  trade  under  war  conditions  and  the 
prospects  of  the  tradq  for  the  future.  The 
article  also  comments  on  the  pharmacist's 
position  under  the  proposed  National 
Health  Service. 

D.D.T.  Warning. — In  a  letter  to  "The 
Times"  the  Keeper  of  the  Department  of 
Entomology,  British  Museum  (Natural 
History),  gives  a  warning  against  the 
uncontrolled  use  on  the  farm  or  in  the 
garden  of  D.D.T.  insecticides.  It  should  be 
made  clear,  he  points  out,  that  in  destroying 
pests  D.D.T.  also  wipes  out  parasites, 
predators  and  pollinators  with  unpre- 
dictable consequences  in  crops  of  all  kinds. 

Soft  Drinks  Industry  Reorganisation. — 

Proposals  for  the  setting  up  of  a  National 
Association  of  Soft  Drinks  Manufacturers 
and  the  ultimate  winding-up  of  the  National 
Union  of  Mineral  Water  Associations  were 
put  before  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  the 
National  Union  recently.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  new  association  shall  be  a  non- 
incorporated  society  in  which  membership 
shall  be  open  to  all  bona-fide  manufacturers 
of  soft  drinks  (not  merely  aerated  waters), 
in  England  and  Wales,  with  subscriptions 
based  on  output. 


Traders  Allege  Welfare  Undercutting 

Objections  were  voiced  at  a  recent  meetin 
of  the  Oldham  maternity  and  child-welfar 
subcommittee  of  the  Health  Committee  t 
welfare  centres'  supplying  baby  foods.  Th 
local  Chamber  of  Trade  sent  a  letter  pre 
testing  against  an  extension  of  municip 
trading  and  pointing  out  that  food  wa 
being  sold  for  infants  at  a  price  which  d 
not  give  private  traders  a  chance  of  com 
peting. 

Glasgow  Restriction  on  Neon  Signs. — 

subcommittee  of  the  Highways  and  Plan 
ning  Committee  of  the  Glasgow  Corporatio 
recently  refused  to  renew  licences  for  som 
prominent  pre-war  neon  signs  which  ha 
become  landmarks  in  the  city.  The  Corpora 
tion  objected  to  the  signs  on  grounds  tha 
they  stood  out  against  the  skyline,  or  wer 
placed  on  parapets  of  bridges  over  mail 
roads  and  thus  constituted  a  dangerou 
distraction  to  drivers. 

T.U.C.    Research     Committee. — At  it 

annual  conference  at  Blackpool  recently  th 
Trades  Union  Congress  decided  to  re-estab 
lish  its  Scientific  Advisory  Committee 
which  was  abandoned  during  the  period  0 
the  war.  Re-establishment  of  the  committe 
was  moved  by  Professor  P.  M.  S.  Blackett 
who  said  that  a  technical  industrial  revolu 
tion  arising  from  the  development  of  atomi 
energy  would  not  come  about  so  quickly  a: 
to  render  research  on  more  normal  method 
unnecessary.

The  specified  price 
may  be  increased  by  an  amount  not 
exceeding  3  per  cent.  The  explanatory  note 
to  the  Order  states:  "Part  V  of  the  Coal 
Tar  Products  Prices  Order,  1943,  which 
controls  the  price  at  which  coal  tar  acids 
may  be  sold  or  supplied,  applies  to  the  sale 
or  supply  of  such  acids  for  delivery  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  By  reason  of  this 
Order  Part  V  has  not  applied  to  such  sales 
or  supplies  as  from  September  4,  1945." 

Hot-water  Bottle  Supplies. — Through  an 
increase  in  production,  and  a  reduction  of 
hospital  demand,  rubber  hot-water  bottles 
will  shortly  be  on  sale  again  to  the  public. 
A  warning  by  the  Board  of  Trade  points 
out  that  four  years  of  accumulated  demand 
by  the  public  cannot  be  expected  to  be  met 
immediately.  If  a  sick  person  or  expectant 
mother  needs  a  rubber  hot-water  bottle, 
the  shopkeeper  will,  on  presentation  of  a 
medical  certificate,  immediately  obtain 
one  from  his  usual  supplier.  Over-riding 
maximum  retail  prices  for  a^l  types  of 
rubber  bottles  have  been  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  after  consultation  with  the 
Central  Price  Regulation  Committee.  For 
moulded  bottles  (the  commoner  type)  the 
ceiling  prices  are  7s.  2d.  or  8s.  3d.  (including 
purchase  tax),  according  to  size,  and  for 
hand-made  bottles  (which  will  be  marked 
"hand-made")  the  ceiling  price  will  be 
12s.  1  id.,  including  tax.  An  agreement 
has  been  reached  between  the  manu- 
facturers and  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
Committee  by  which  a  substantial  pro- 
portion of  available  supplies  should  be  on 
sale  to  the  public  at  prices  below  these 
ceilings.  Subject  to  the  ceiling  prices  not 
being  exceeded,  wholesalers  are  allowed  a 
gross  profit  of  17-65  per  cent,  on  cost 
(equivalent  to  15  per  cent,  on  returns) 
and  retailers  42-86  per  cent,  on  cost, 
excluding  tax  (equivalent  to  30  per  cent, 
on  returns,  excluding  tax) .  The  new  Order, 
the  Rubber  Hot-water  Bottle  (Maximum 
Prices)  Order,  1945  (S.R.  and  O.,  1945, 
No.  1 157),  comes  into  operation  on  Septem- 
ber 24. 
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Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — Before  the  Shaf- 
tesbury, Dorset,  justices  on  September  u, 
Thomas  Lionel  Hull,  35  High  Street,  was 
ordered  to  pay  costs  totalling  £2  18s.  on 
a  series  of  charges  connected  with  the  sale 
of  nicotine  shreds  in  his  shop.  The  charges 
included  unlawful  storage,  unlawful  delivery 
to  a  customer  (by  failure  to  enter  particulars 
of  the  sale),  failure  to  include  name  and 
address  on  the  package,  and  selling  to  a 
person  not  in  possession  of  a  certificate. 

Home-made  "  Liquid  Stockings." — At 
North  London  magistrates'  court,  on  Sept- 
ember 12,  Bhagat  Ram,  an  Indian  subject, 
7  Brownswood  Road,  London,  N.4,  was 
fined  ^50,  with  £10  costs,  or  an  alternative 
of  two  months'  imprisonment,  for  having 
in  his  possession  a  quantity  of  methylated 
spirit  although  not  an  authorised  methy- 
lator.  1  Board  of  Trade  officials  were  stated 
to  have  found  at  Ram's  address  methylated 
spirit  and  perfume  'in  the  process  of  being 
filtered.  Ram  said  "  I  make  perfume  here 
•and  sell  it  at  Blackburn."  On  this  informa- 
tion a  visit  was  paid  to  an  address  at 
Blackburn,  where  a  quantity  of  perfume 
bottles  was  found.  The  total  amount  of 
industrial  methylated  spirit  found  in  defen- 
dant's possession  was  4!  gall.,  which  was 
stated  to  have  been  obtained  from  "the 
Indian  quarter  "  in  the  East  End  of  London. 
Ram  pleaded  guilty,  but  said  he  was  only 
making  experiments  to  obtain  information 
to  take  back  to  India. 

Sale  by  Itinerant  Vendor. — Stating  that 
unless  the  defendant  had  given  an  under- 
taking that  he  would  discontinue  selling 
medicine  from  places  other  than  a  shop  a 
heavy  penalty  would  have  been  imposed, 
the  chairman  of  the  magistrates  at  Bradford 
recently  imposed  a  fine  of  £5  on  Peter 
Summers  for  selling  a  substance  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine,  not  being  qualified 
under  Section  12  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  1941.  For  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  it  was  stated  that  an  inspector 
saw  Summers  selling,  from  a  trestle  stall 
erected  in  the  morning  and  dismantled  at 
night,  a  preparation  called  Ease-you-quick 
oil,  which  he  was  recommending  for 
neuralgia,  bronchitis,  asthma,  and,  later, 
gum-boils.  Summers  had  been  convicted 
in  1943  on  a  similar  charge,  and  had 
brought  an  appeal,  backed  by  his  Federa- 
tion. The  appeal  had  been  unsuccessful. 
Speaking  in  his  own  defence,  Summers  said 
he  understood  medicine  to  be  something 
taken  internally.  The  Ease-you-quick  oil, 
which  he  had  sold  throughout  England, 


Scotland  and  Wales  for  thirty-seven  years, 
was  stated  specifically  to  be  "for  external 
use." 

Deficient  Baking  Powder. — The  Cunliffe 
Food  Co.,  Ltd.,  Market  Hall,  Burnley, 
Lanes,  was  at  Burnley  magistrate's  court  on 
August  28  fined  £2,  plus  an  advocate's  fee 
of  £2  2S.  and  analyst's  fee  of  £1  is.,  for  a 
breach  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  selling 
baking  powder  deficient  in  carbon  dioxide. 
A  quantity  of  baking  powder  purchased 
from  the  company  was  stated  to  contain 
only  2-73  per  cent.,  instead  of  8  per  cent., 
carbon  dioxide.  Pleading  guilty  on  behalf 
of  the  company,  a  solicitor  said  the  baking 
powder  was  part  of  a  small  lot  purchased  in 
August  1 94 1.  Owing  to  war-time  difficul- 
ties it  was  sold  by  a  member  of  the  staff 
instead  of  being  scrapped.  Only  two  out 
of  twelve  tins  had  been  sold  and,  if  there 
had  been  the  usual  stocktaking,  the  whole 
lot  would  have  been  scrapped.  The  powder 
was  purchased  from  the  manufacturers 
under  the  usual  warranty,  but  the  invoice 
had  been  lost.  When  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  purchase  was  made  in  1941  the 
defence  of  warranty  was  withdrawn.  The 
standard  was  raised  in  1944,  and  defendants 
had  failed  to  clear  their  old  stocks. 

Refusal  to  Sell  Combs. — For  refusing  to 
sell  combs  to  two  customers,  Mrs.  Isabelle 
Violet  Jones,  proprietor  of  a  ladies'  hair- 
dressing  business  at  12  Lambpit  Street, 
Wrexham,  was,  at  the  local  police  court  on 
September  1 1,  ordered  to  pay  fines  and  costs 
totalling  ^63  4s.  An  official  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  stated  that  refusal  to  supply  a 
customer  with  a  controlled  article  consti- 
tuted an  offence  under  Section  9  of  the 
Goods  and  Services  (Price  Control)  Act, 
1 94 1.  On  April  14  a  customer  who  asked  to 
be  supplied  from  the  defendant's  shop  was 
told  by  an  assistant  that  she  could  buy  a 
bottle  of  brilliantine,  with  which  a  comb 
would  be  presented ;  the  brilliantine  would 
cost  2s.  6d.  The  customer  paid  the  2s.  6d. 
and  received  a  comb  but  not  the  brillian- 
tine, for  which  she  was  given  a  voucher ; 
the  brilliantine  was  home-made  and  she  was 
told  to  fetch  a  bottle  for  it.  Defendant 
stated  that  the  combs  had  been  received 
before  the  control  was  imposed,  and  the 
invoices  had  been  lost.  She  could  not  sell 
the  combs  at  the  price  at  which  she  had 
bought  them  because  it  would  have  exceeded 
the  controlled  price.  The  chairman  of 
magistrates  declared  that  defendant  was 
deliberately  designing  to  evade  the  Act,  in 
order  to  obtain  an  extortionate  profit. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Cabinet  Minister  Speaks 

Cabinet    ministers,    when    speaking  in 
ublic  on  commerce  or  industry,  usually 
nfine  themselves  to  generalities.  On  com- 
aring  your  account  of  the  recent  speech 
If  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  (President  of  the 
oard  of  Trade)  at  Blackpool  (p.  263)  with 
nger  reports  printed  in  the  daily  Press,  I 
otice  that  out  of  consideration  for  your 
aders  you  have  omitted  the  generalities 
d  given  the  part  of  the  speech  relating  to 
commodity  known   as   "brass  tacks." 
he  Government,  it  appears,  desires  to  deal 
ith  industrial  problems  "upon  the  basis 
f    a    tripartite    partnership — employers, 
ployees,  and  the  Government."  We  read 
at  it  is  proposed — presumably  by  the 
overnment — "to  set  up  working  groups 
the  different  industries  to  formulate  a 
an  for  action,  the  more  urgent  taking 
riority."   The  outcome  of  this  step  is  to 
e  that   "when   their  reports   had  been 
ceived  and  studied  by  the  Department, 
ey  would  have  to  lay  down  the  minimum 
quirements  placed  upon  the  industry  in 
e  national  interest."   We  must  recognise 
at  the  word  "partnership,"  as  used  in 
tiis  connexion  by  the  President  of  the 
toard  of  Trade,  is  a  metonym  or  a  figure 
f  speech.    But  even  so,  the  analogy  of 
onditions  obtaining  in  commercial  partner- 
lips  suggests   a   note   of   caution.  The 
hances  of  a  partnership  being  successful 
re  greatest  when  the  parties  to  it  are  of 
imilar  antecedents  and  outlook.    In  the 
ase  before  us,  three  parties  of  very  dis- 
imilar  backgrounds  and  aims  will  confront 
ach  other.  If  a  satisfactory  result  is  to  be 
btained  from  the  proposed  scheme,  there 
rill  have  to  be  a  strenuous  exercise  of  give 
nd  take,  of  readiness  to  pare  down  differ- 
nces  till  they  disappear. 

V  New  Control? 

The  study  of  the  reports  received  by  the 
Board  is  likely  to  prove,  if  precedent  is  a 
rustworthy  guide,  a  lengthy  process, 
leanwhile  the  industries  concerned  will, 
ve  must  suppose,  preserve  an  attitude  of 
espectful  expectation.  And  after  that? 
Minimum  requirements  "  are  to  be  imposed 
in  the  national  interest."  If  I  am  not 
nistaken,  this  statement  foreshadows  a  new 
ontrol — new  in  kind  or  in  degree.  Em- 
ployers may  find  themselves  controlled  as 
o  quantity  of  output,  prices,  number  of 
)ersons  to  be  employed,  wages,  hours  of 
vork;  employees  may  be  "directed"  to 
pecified  occupations  in  specified  conditions. 


Such  a  plan  would  bear  a  strong  likeness  to 
war-time  controls  which,  we  are  told,  are 
being  relaxed  as  quickly  as  possible.  The 
prospect  is  not  encouraging.  Already  we  are 
reading,  as  in  the  recent  presidential 
address  to  the  Association  of  British 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  of  a  shortage  of 
labour ;  what  would  happen  if  most  of  the 
employees  approached  refused  to  be  "di- 
rected," and  raised  claims  to  the  dole  as 
their  chosen  alternative  ?  It  will  be  useless 
for  exporters  and  manufacturers  to  "stand 
like  greyhounds  in  the  slips,  straining  upon 
the  start"  if  a  heavy-handed  control  is  to 
be  clamped  down  on  all  that  is  summed  up 
in  the  word  initiative.  The  wise  remark  of 
the  President  that  "there  was  no  short-cut 
— hard  work  and  hard  work  alone  could  win 
us  the  prize  of  success  .  .  ."  needs  to  be 
acted  upon  by  at  least  two  of  the  parties 
to  the  suggested  partnership.  If  the  party 
third  in  the  order  named  becomes  a  sleeping 
partner,  no  one  is  likely  to  suffer  much. 

Magic  in  Africa 

The  news  that  in  Southern  Rhodesia 
pamphlets  are  being  or  have  lately  been 
circulated  "advertising  love  charms  and 
remedies,  preparations  to  make  the  users 
successful,  or  to  help  them  avoid  accidents" 
(p.  273)  discloses  a  time-lag  known  to 
anthropologists  but  not,  probably,  to  many 
other  readers.  Our  own  fellow-citizens, 
hearing  of  such  goings-on,  need  not  give 
themselves  superior  airs,  for  it  is  not  long 
since  the  burning  of  dragon's  blood  as  a 
love  charm  was  a  practice  in  British  rural 
areas.  In  an  example  from  the  North  of 
England  noted  by  me  several  years  ago,  the 
woman  took  the  powder  into  the  left  hand 
from  a  quantity  held  in  the  right  hand  at 
midnight :  the  powder  was  scattered,  rotat- 
ing the  hand  sunwise  and  speaking  four 
lines  of  doggerel  about  the  wandering  lover. 
(Though  these  lines  are,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  unpublished,  I  do  not  propose 
to  inflict  them  on  your  readers.)  Many 
drugs  and  other  substances,  organic  and 
inorganic,  have  been  used  in  this  way  from 
the  earliest  recorded  times.  In  full  detail 
this  subject  is  apt  to  become  tedious,  as 
the  author  of  "Chronicles  of  Pharmacy" 
intimates  in  his  ninth  chapter.  In  its 
broader  aspect,  however,  it  is  of  great 
scientific  interest,  as  Sir  James  Frazer  and 
others  have  shown.  Theories  of  the  origin 
of  magic  make  attractive  reading,  and  in 
studying  them  critically  we  may  be  led  to 
useful  reflections.  Xrayser

TRADE  WITH  HOLLAND 

The  Treasury  and  Board  of  Trade  draw 
traders'  attention  to  the  provisions  of  Trad- 
ing with  the  Enemy  Orders  (S.R.  &  O.  Nos. 
1 1 17,  1 1 18,  and  1 1 19),  issued  recently,  which 
relate  to  the  prohibition  of  trade  with  the 
Netherlands  during  the  war.  The  general 
effect  of  the  Orders  is  that  provisions  of 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  1939,  and 
the  Custodian  Order,  1939,  which  remained 
in  force  after  the  liberation  of  the  Nether- 
lands, now  cease  to  apply  in  respect  of 
money  and  property  accruing  on  or  after 
September  10,  1945,  to  persons  resident 
in  that  territory.  Money  which  has  become 
or  becomes  payable  to  persons  resident  in 
the  Netherlands  (or  to  certain  concerns 
controlled  by  such  persons)  since  September 
10,  and  property  coming  into  their  owner- 
ship on  or  after  September  10,  cease  to  be 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Custodian  of 
Enemy  Property. 

Money  which  became  due  before  Septem- 
ber 10,  but  has  not  yet  been  paid  or  held 
to  the  order  of  the  Custodian,  remains 
payable  to  the  Custodian.  Similarly, 
property  in  the  United  Kingdom  which, 
before  September  10,  1945,  was  subject  to 
report  to  the  Custodian,  remains  property 
to  which  Article  4  of  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  (Custodian)  Order,  1939,  still 
applies,  and  must  not  be  parted  with  or 
dealt  with  without  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Trade. 

The  Orders  lift  the  application  of  Sections 
4  and  5  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act, 
1939,  in  respect  of  certain  transactions 
which  may  be  effected  on  or  after  September 
10.  The  transactions  now  sanctioned 
comprise  the  assignment  of  choses  in 
action,  the  transfer  of  negotiable  instru- 
ments, the  transfer  of  coupons  or  other 
securities  transferable  by  delivery  which 
are  not  negotiable  instruments,  and  the 
transfer  of  United  Kingdom  registered 
securities  acquired  on  or  after  September  10. 

Obstacles  in  the  way  of  trading  with 
persons  in  Holland  which  arose  out  of  the 
Trading  with  the  Enemy  legislation  have 
now  been  removed.  Banking  channels 
between  the  two  countries  are  restored, 
subject  to  the  operation  of  the  Defence 
(Finance)  Regulations,  about  which  any 
persons  intending  to  have  transactions 
with  the  Netherlands  should  consult  their 
bankers.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  necessity 
for  compliance  with  other  regulations, 
e.g.  Defence  (Finance)  Regulations,  Export 
and  Import  licensing  and  other  parallel 
regulations  of  the  Royal  Netherlands 
Government. 
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or  the  seven  triennial  vacancies  which 
ow  exist  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society  of  Ireland,  a  contest  is  to 
ke  place.

Lire  have .  been  admirably  represented  at 
lount  Street  by  Mr.  Brooke-Kelly,  Ennis- 
orthy.    From  193 1  to  1933  he  filled  the 
■fhce  of  president  with  distinction,  and  he 
■as  always  been  regarded  as  the  foremost 
■uthority  on  the  Council  on  pharmaceutical 
Iducation,  having  kept  well  in  touch  with 
■dvances  made  in  pharmacology  not  only 
■1  the  English-speaking  countries,  but  also 
in  the  Continent.   Before  opening  his  own 
usiness    in    Enniscorthy,    Mr.  Brooke- 
[elly   had    the    valuable    experience  of 
erving  with  the  French  Army  as  a  dis- 
penser, and  also  as  a  pharmacist  on  the 
taff  of  Roberts  &  Co.,  in  Paris,  Nice,  and 
lorocco.    Twice  he  had  the  honour  of 
spresenting  Ireland  at  international  con- 
srences  in  Brussels  and  Bordeaux.    It  is 
oubtful  if  any  member  of  the  Council  from 
lie  provinces  could    excel  the  splendid 
ttendance  record  Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  holds, 
r  give   evidence   of   more  indefatigable 
idustry  in  the  interests  of  his  profession. 
COSTELLOE,  Michael.— During  his  three 
ears'  service  on  the  Council,  Mr.  Costelloe 
.as  been   noteworthy   for   the  practical, 
ommon-sense    attitude    he    has  always 
dopted  towards  the  various  matters  that 
ave  come  up  for  decision.    He  has  no 
isms,"  but  takes  a  straightforward,  sen- 
ible  course,  in  what  he  considers  to  be  the 
>est  interest  of  the  profession  as  a  whole, 
n  addition   to   his   membership   of  the 
'ouncil  he  is  one  of  the  most  active  city 
epresentatives  on  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
ion  committee.  For  many  years,  now,  Mr. 
-ostelloe  has  been  running  his  own  pharma- 
eutical  business  at  Marino,  Dublin,  but, 
lthough  he  may  be  regarded  as  repre- 
snting  the  city,  he  has  had  such  close  ties 
nth  pharmacy  in  his  native  Kerry  that 
e  has  always  a  keen  appreciation  of  the 


problems  confronting  the  country  chemist. 
He  is  an  energetic  member  of  the  Irish 
Chemists'  Golfing  Society.  His  re-election 
to  Mount  Street  would  be  most  popular  with 
his  present  Council  colleagues. 

CUNNINGHAM,  William  G.— Amongst 
the  city  representatives,  Mr.  Cunningham  is 
outstanding  as  the  champion  of  the  rights 
of  chemists  holding  public  appointments  as 
dispensers  and  compounders.  He  is  himself 
the  official  compounder  at  the  Store  Street 
Dispensary,  one  of  the  largest  in  Dublin, 
and  as  such  he  has  a  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  disabilities  under  which  local  author- 
ity dispensers  work.  Under  any  new 
pharmacy  legislation  he  would  like  to  see 
pharmacist-compounders  appointed  to  all 
the  large  hospitals  and  public  institutions, 
where  pharmacists  are  needed,  on  terms 
worthy  of  compounders'  professional  attain- 
ments. Outside  his  work  on  the  Council, 
Mr.  Cunningham  has  taken  a  more  than 
academic  interest  in  the  work  of  organising 
pharmacy  on  a  vocational  basis.  He  has 
been  a  close  student  of  guild  and  vocational 
ideas  as  applied  to  his  own  profession,  and 
can  speak  with  authority  on  this  matter. 

DALY,  Richard. — An  outstanding  person- 
ality amongst  the  younger  pharmacist 
proprietors  in  Cork  city,  put  forward  by 
the  Cork  and  District  Chemists'  Association, 
of  which  he  is  the  present  chairman,  is  Mr. 
Richard  Daly.  Mr.  Daly  was  educated  at 
the  Christian  Brothers'  School,  Midleton, 
and  took  his  preliminary  examination  in 
1929.  His  apprenticeship  was  served  at 
Fieldings',  Patrick  Street,  one  of  Cork's 
leading  pharmacies.  While  there  he  passed 
the  Assistants'  examination,  and  in  July 
1935,  he  obtained  his  Licentiateship  and 
took  over  the  management  of  various 
establishments  in  Cork  city  and  county, 
including  an  appointment  as  manager  to 
the  Cork  Chemical  &  Drug  Co.  Mr.  Daly 
is  now  running  his  own  business  at  High 
Street,  Cork,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  progressive  leaders  in  Munster 
pharmacy  today. 

KISSANE,  John  P.— Of  all  newcomers  to 
the  pharmaceutical  Council  in  recent  years, 
none  has  shown  more  progressive  ideas  than 
Tipperary's  representative  in  the  person  of 
Mr.  Kissane.  A  young  man,  full  of  energy 
and  enthusiasm,  he  is  out  to  see  that  Irish 
pharmacy  keeps  pace  with  modern  develop- 
ments, particularly  in  relation  to  bio- 
chemistry. Mr.  Kissane  has  been  an  ardent 
advocate    of    post-graduate    courses  for 
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pharmacists,  under  which  members  of  the 
profession  would  equip  themselves  to  be 
able  to  carry  out  blood  counts,  urine  tests, 
etc.,  thus  keeping  the  professional  aspect 
of  pharmacy  well  to  the  fore.  He  sees  that, 
with  modern  trends,  the  pharmacist  must 
become  still  more  scientific  in  his  training 
if  the  profession  is  to  hold  its  own,  and  is  a 
strong  advocate,  too,  of  the  need  to  modern- 
ise the  whole  curriculum  of  training  for 
pharmaceutical  students,  to  enable  them 
to  deal  effectively  with  such  remedies  in 
use  today  as  the  sulphonamides,  penicillin, 
and  the  various  hormone  and  glandular 
products. 

O'SHEA,       Christopher  Dominick.— 

Amongst  the  new  aspirants  to  Council 
honours,  Mr.  O'Shea,  a  man  of  moment 
in  Cork  pharmaceutical  life,  was  educated 
at  the  North  Monastery  and  Farranferris 
College,  Cork,  and  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  J.  T.  O' Sullivan,  M.P.S.I.  He 
passed  his  final  examination  with  honours  in 
January  1933,  and  after  qualifying  spent 
some  years  with  Mathew  Thomas  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Cork,  and  the  Cork  Chemical  & 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  With  this  additional 
experience  he  then  opened  his  own  phar- 
macy at  Blackpool  Bridge,  Cork,  where  he 
has  established  a  successful  business.  Mr. 
O'Shea  is  one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  committee  of  the  Cork  and  District 
Chemists'  Association. 

SCOTT,  Thomas  Cecil. — Before  he  came 
to  Mount  Street,  Mr.  Scott  had  already  well 
earned  his  spurs  for  the  great  work  he  had 
done  for  the  profession  during  his  presidency 
of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  from  1933  to 
1936.  He  had  truly  laid  the  foundation  for 
a  nation-wide  drug-trade  organisation,  with- 
out which  the  profession  would  have  been  at 
a  tremendous  disadvantage  throughout  the 
war  years.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
the  I.D.A.  as  it  exists  today.  Since  he 
became  a  Councillor  of  the  Society,  Mr. 
Scott  has  been  assiduous  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  and  has  an  excellent  attend- 
ance record.  No  one  could  have  been  more 
consistently  active  throughout  a  period  of 
years  in  working  for  the  advancement  of 
Irish  pharmacy.  He  is  a  good  mixer,  and 
one  of  the  most  courteous  and  helpful  of 
colleagues. 

SULLIVAN,  Bartholomew  C— Cork 
county  is  admirably  represented  in  the 
present  contest  by  Mr.  Bartholomew  C. 
Sullivan,  a  man  of  the  widest  experience. 
Mr.  Sullivan  was  educated  at  Mungret 
College,  Limerick,  and  passed  his  pharma- 
ceutical Preliminary  examination  in  Jan- 


uary 1924,  with  honours.  His  apprentice- 
ship was  served  at  Wrixon's  Medical  Hall, 
Mallow,  and  in  1926  he  obtained  a  certifi- 
cate as  compounder  from  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  Dublin.  Subsequently  he  obtained 
his  Licentiateship  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  His  extensive  experience  includes 
some  years  spent  with  Mr.  A.  Mayne. 
chemist,  Cork,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  both  at  Nottingham 
and  London.  On  his  return  to  Ireland  Mr. 
Sullivan  opened  his  own  pharmacy  at 
Mallow,  where  he  is  now  well  established. 

WHELEHAN,  John  Kevin.— Mr.  Whele- 
han,  who  has  filled  the  office  of  vice-president 
for  the  past  two  years  with  ability  and  dis- 
tinction, is  next  in  line  for  the  presidency, 
should  he  secure  return  in  the  present 
election.  His  two  years  in  the  vice-chair 
have  given  proof  of  his  capabilities.  He  is 
now  an  experienced  Councillor  who  has  kept 
the  interests  of  Midlands  chemists,  whom  he 
represents,  well  to  the  fore  in  Mount  Street 
during  the  past  six  years.  Although  travel 
conditions  from  Mullingar  have  not  made 
visits  to  Dublin  during  the  past  few  years 
any  too  easy,  he  has,  nevertheless,  been  a 
constant  attender  and  most  conscientious 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  In  his  home 
district  he  has  done  great  work  in  organis- 
ing the  pharmacists  of  Meath,  Westmeath, 
Longford  and  the  adjoining  counties  into  a 
live  local  association.

At  the  end  of  every  eight  weeks  the 
retailer  collects  together  all  the  clippings 
and  sends  them  to  the  local  Food  Office. 
With  them  he  sends  a  statement  giving 
(a)  the  number  of  coupons  worth  two 
rations  each  (see  table  above)  ;  and  (b)  the 
number  of  coupons  worth  one  ration  each. 

If  he  is  wise,  he  will  have  simplified  the 
operation  of  counting  by  placing  each  set 
of  coupons  in  a  separate  box  as  he  cuts 
them  out  at  the  time  of  sale. 

One  last  point.  Special  envelopes  for 
forwarding  the  coupons  are  provided  by 
a  thoughtful  Food  Office,  and  it  is  better 
to  make  use  of  them  than  to  use  one's  own 
stationery.

;t  Potential  Demand 

nTo  doubt  exists  that  the  potential 
nand  for  penicillin  is  enormous,  and  a 
t  ready  sale  could  readily  be  achieved 
British  exporters  if  the  drug  were  to  be 
de  freely  available  to  them.  Interest 
penicillin  is  world-wide,  and  few  people 

unaware  of  the  leading  part  played  by 
3  country  in  its  discovery  and  develop- 
nt.  In  penicillin,  therefore,  it  would 
)ear  that  Britain,  anxious  to  develop 
irseas  trade  as  quickly  as  possible,  has 

perfect    commodity — the    product  of 
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British  scientific  skill — to  offer  to  the  world. 
Yet  the  fact  is  that  no  British-made  peni- 
cillin is  being  exported  through  the  regular 
trade  channels. 

United  States'  Lead 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  examine  the  posi- 
tion so  far  as  it  is  known.  First,  produc- 
tion of  penicillin  was  retarded  in  Great 
Britain  because  of  the  war,  with  the  result 
that  the  United  States  obtained  a  sub- 
stantial lead  in  manufacture.  Secondly, 
penicillin  is  a  drug  for  use  in  specific  condi- 
tions, and  its  consumption  cannot  be 
expanded  above  certain  limits.  Thirdly, 
large-scale  manufacture  would  soon  saturate 
a  home  market,  leaving  a  large  margin  for 
export.  Fourthly,  penicillin  must  be  used 
within  a  specified  time  and  cannot  easily 
be  formed  into  a  reserve.  Fifthly,  large- 
scale  production  means  lower  costs,  bringing 
the  product  within  popular  reach.  It  is 
known  that  the  United  States  is  already 
exporting  penicillin  on  a  substantial  scale, 
and  the  considerations  enumerated  above 
suggest  that  she  will  require  a  wide  export 
market  to  consume  her  surplus  production 
within  given  time  limits. 

British  Civilian  Requirements 

When  the  position  of  the  United  States 
is  compared  with  that  of  Great  Britain,  cer- 
tain disadvantages  to  this  country  become 
apparent.  For  example,  a  large  potential 
production  of  penicillin  is  still  required  in 
Great  Britain  to  satisfy  home  civilian 
requirements,  and  an  indication  that  this 
figure  has  been  reached  will  presumably 
come  in  the  form  of  an  announcement 
that  the  drug  has  been  released  for  general 
use.  Until  that  stage  is  reached,  no  peni- 
cillin is  likely  to  be  available  for  export 
because,  unlike  ordinary  commodities,  drugs 
of  such  specific  character  cannot  be  "done 
without"  at  home  for  the  sake  of  export. 
It  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  other 
countries  to  wait  for  supplies  of  penicillin 
until  British  production  becomes  available 
if,  in  fact,  they  can  obtain  the  drug  without 
difficulty  from  America,  and  in  the  circum- 
stances no  objection  could  reasonably  be 
taken  to  their  action.  But  it  would  be 
extremely  unfortunate  and  indeed  unfair  if 
Great  Britain  were  to  suffer  a  permanent 
loss  of  markets  because,  as  a  result  of  her 
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unselfish  action  in  handing  over  the  manu- 
facture of  penicillin  to  the  United  States 
during  the  war,  she  were  unable  to  take 
advantage  of  the  current  world-wide  de- 
mand. The  position  of  penicillin  is  indeed 
one  of  great  difficulty.  In  our  opinion,  the 
problem  will  not  be  solved  by  imposing  a 
black-out  on  information  concerning  the 
British  product,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
an  official  statement  of  the  position  will  be 
forthcoming  without  delay. 

The  Government  and  Industry 

The  suggested  composition  and  functions 
of  a  tripartite,  partnership  proposed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Sir 
Stafford  Cripps)  for  determining  the  future 
of  the  cotton  industry  (see  C.  &-  D.  Septem- 
ber 15,  p.  263)  is  worthy  of  study,  for  there 
is  always  the  possibility  that  similar  bodies 
may  be  set  up  in  other  industries.  The 
machinery  appears  to  have  been  devised  to 
provide  some  form  of  Parliamentary 
control  over  an  industry  which  it  has  been 
officially  stated  is  not  to  be  nationalised. 
The  essence  of  the  scheme  is  the  establish- 
ment of  a  committee  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  employers,  employees,  and 
the  Government  in  equal  numbers,  with 
an  independent  chairman.  In  the  present 
instance  the  "working  party"  (the  term  is 
the  Minister's)  is  to  comprise  four  repre- 
sentatives of  each  group.  The  Government 
nominees,  it  is  stated,  will  probably  be  an 
engineer,  a  scientist,  an  economist,  and  an 
efficiency  expert. 

No  Fresh  Inquiry 

There  is  no  intention  that  the  working 
party  shall  institute  any  fresh  inquiry. 
It  will  examine  documents  already  pub- 
lished or  prepared  (Sir  Stafford  referred  to 
a  "plethora  of  suggestions,  reports,  and 
recommendations").  From  them  it  will 
concert  a  plan  of  action  which  it  will  submit 
to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  on  the  Depart- 
ment will  rest  the  responsibility  of  deciding 
what  action  shall  then  be  taken.  The 
Department  will,  of  course,  be  answerable 
to  Parliament  through  its  political  head. 
An  important  principle  expounded  by  the 
Government  spokesman  was  that  it  is  not 
considered  right  for  anybody  within  an 
industry  to  have  powers  of  compulsion.. 


Any  such  powers,  if  used — and  their 
seems  implicit  in  the  proposals — will 
exercised  by  the  Government.  The  w. 
question  that  will  arise  in  everyboc 
mind  is  whether  a  working-party  on 
model  will  work.  In  this  respect  it 
perhaps  fortunate  for  the  drug  trade  t 
the  initial  experiments  are  to  be  can 
out  in  another  and  unrelated  industry 
the  experience  in  cotton  the  innoval 
can  be  extended,  modified,  or,  should 
prove  quite  unworkable,  abandoned.

.  Nevertheless  the  figures  for  chemicals 
a  remarkable  steadiness  not  apparent 
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in  many  other  commodities,  reflecting  the 
great  stability  of  the  British  chemical 
industry.  Turning  to  such  detailed  figures 
as  are  available  in  the  accounts  and  com- 
paring the  first  six  months  of  this  year  with 
the  corresponding  six  months  of  last  year, 
chemicals  were  generally  exported  in 
increased  quantities.  The  few  exceptions 
include  quinine,  quinine  salts,  and  alumi- 
nium compounds. 

The  value  of  imports  in  the  first  half  of 
1945,  including  imports  by  Government 
Departments  of  goods  other  than  munitions, 
amounted  to  ^598  million,  a  decrease  of  ^53 
million  from  the  corresponding  figure  of  the 
previous  year.  There  was,  however,  a  sharp 
rise  from  £3-1  million  to  ^23-3  million  in  the 
value  of  re-exports  in  the  first  half  of  1945, 
which  were  ^20  million  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  and  only  one-quarter  less  in  value 
than  the  1938  figure.  The  increase  over  last 
year  was  largely  due  to  the  shipment  of  relief 
goods  to  liberated  countries  in  Europe. 

Hot-water  Bottle  Sales 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  British  Hot 
Water  Bottle  Manufacturers'  Association 
that  rubber  hot- water  bottles  which,  during 
the  later  years  of  the  war,  were  available 
to  the  public  only  through  certain  official 
and  trade  channels  and  on  production  of 
medical  certificates,  have  been  removed 
from  the  prohibited  list  and,  since  Sept- 
ember 17,  have  been  permitted  to  be  freely 
sold.  The  goods  are  subject  to  a  price 
control  Order  which  specifies  manufacturers' 
ceiling  prices  (see  p.  239).  The  Order  also 
indicates  the  maximum  profit  margins  that 
may  be  added  to  makers'  prices  by  whole- 
salers and  retailers. 

Although  the  war-time  permit  system  is 
now  at  an  end,  it  is  recognised  that  certain 
needs  must  still  have  priority ;  they  in- 
clude sickness  and  expectant  motherhood. 
Such  priority  requirements  will  be  met 
upon  production  of  a  doctor's  certificate; 
the  requirements  of  hospitals  will  be  met 
through  the  usual  channels.  Retailers  are 
being  asked  to  honour  doctors'  certificates 
when  presented,  but  if  unable  to  do  so 
through  lack  of  stock,  they  should  forward 
certificates  to  their  usual  wholesalers,  who 
will  be  able  to  obtain  supplies  to  meet  such 
special  demands  from  manufacturers. 
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THE  STORY  OF  THE  PROTEINS-IV 


UNDER  the  stress  of  war,  the  nation  has 
become  educated  to  a  new  conception 
of  the  value  of  its  diet.  The  old  assess- 
ment of  "protein,  carbohydrate,  and  fat  "has 
given  way  to  one  of  vitamins,  biological 
values,  and  trace  elements.  Intheproteinfield 
it  is  now  widely  appreciated  that  proteins 
differ  considerably  in  their  value  as  food, 
and  that  an  adequate  protein  intake  cannot 
be  made  by  quantity  alone.  In  order  to 
understand  this,  we  must  consider  the  way 
in  which  the  body  utilises  the  proteins  of 
the  foodstuffs  taken  into  the  stomach. 
These  proteins  are  first  broken  down  to 
their  constituent  amino  acids  by  the  action 
of  a  group  of  proteolytic  enzymes  excreted 
in  various  parts  of  the  stomach.  The  liber- 
ated amino  acids  then  pass  into  the  blood 
stream  and  are  conveyed  by  it  to  all  parts 
of  the  body,  each  tissue  extracting  there- 
from the  specific  amino  acids  needed  for 
replacement.  Those  amino  acids  not  re- 
quired are  ultimately  used  as  fuel.  The 
important  point  is  that  the  demand  of  the 
body  is  for  certain  amino  acids  and  not 
simply  for  proteins. 

Some  Amino  Acids  Indispensable 

Over  a  number  of  years  it  has  become 
apparent  that  certain  of  the  amino  acids 
are  indispensable,  and  must  be  included  in 
the  diet  if  normal  growth  and  functions  are 
to  be  carried  on.  Experimental  proof  of 
this  has  not  always  been  easy  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  providing  experimental  ani- 
mals with  a  suitable  diet  that  could  be 
guaranteed  free  from  the  amino  acid  under 
test.  Attempts  to  feed  chemically-prepared 
mixtures  of  pure  amino  acids  were  not  suc- 
cessful because  there  could  be  no  guarantee 
that  an  unknown  but  essential  amino  acid 
was  not  missing.  This  was  actually  happen- 
ing before  the  discovery  of  threonine  and 
methionine,  both  now  known  to  be  essential. 
In  addition  to  the  two  mentioned,  there 
are  lysine,  tryptophane,  histidine,  phenyl- 
alanine, leucine,  iso-leucine,  .valine,  and 
arginine.  The  biological  value  of  any  pro- 
tein depends  upon  the  extent  to  which 
these  amino  acids  are  present.  In  general, 
it  may  be  taken  that  animal  proteins  con- 
tain a  wider  range  of  them  than  cereal  and 
vegetable  proteins,  and  are,  therefore,  of 
higher  biological  value.  Two  notable  ex- 
ceptions to  this  statement  are  gelatin, 
which  is  deficient  in  a  number  of  the 
essential  amino  acids  and  has  practically 
no  food  value,  and  glycinin,  from  the  soya 
bean,  which  has  a  fair  supply  of  all  of  them. 


Three  Classes  of  Proteins 

For  dietetic  purposes,  proteins 
divided  into  three  main  classes.  Fir 
class  proteins,  able  to  promote  the  norrr 
growth  of  young  animals ;  second-cl 
proteins,  which  are  those  which  will  mai 
tain  life,  but  not  allow  normal  growt 
and  a  third  class,  which  are  incapable 
maintaining  life.  The  first-class  proteins  a 
provided  by  such  foods  as  meat,  m: 
(casein),  eggs,  soya,  and  yeast ;  second  cla: 
by  cereals  and  vegetables  generally;  wh 
the  third  class  includes  gelatin  and  mai 
zein.  This  classification  has  been  arrived 
by  feeding  tests  carried  out  on  young  ai 
mals,  chiefly  rats,  a  procedure  that  h 
come  in  for  some  criticism  during  the  rece 
wholemeal  and  white  bread  controvers 
The  objection  is  raised  that  the  individu 
tastes  of  the  test  animals  may  result 
widely  different  consumption  rates  of  t 
protein  being  investigated,  and  the  su 
gestion  is  made  that  in  .computing  the  r 
suits  the  amount  consumed  as  well  as  tl 
quality  must  be  taken  into  account.  Ho1 
ever,  the  broad  distinctions  given  abo 
are  firmly  established  and  have  formed  tl! 
basis  of  the  successful  war-time  prote 
policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Famine  Foods 

The  closing  stages  of  the  war  in  Euro; 
saw  a  rare  type  of  feeding  problem  arise  c 
a  fairly  large  scale.  In  the  liberated  cou 
tries,  cases  of  acute  starvation  appeared, 
which  the  stomach  was  unable  to  deal  wi 
ordinary  food.  These  cases  have  been  su 
cessfully  treated  by  the  injection  into  tl 
veins  of  mixed  amino  acids  solutions.  R 
covery  and  resumption  of  normal  feeding 
apparently  quite  rapid.  These  prepare 
foods  have  gone  under  various  name 
"protein  hydrolysate,"  "V-food,"  and  "1 
food,"  but  all  are  apparently  made,  in  th 
country,  by  acid  hydrolysis  of  a  first-cla: 
protein  such  as  casein.  There  is  a  report 
a  preparation  made  in  India  and  used  in  tl 
Far-Eastern  war  zones  that  is  produced  t 
the  digestion  of  meat  proteins  with  papaii| 
and  the  product  appears  to  be  much  tl 
same  in  composition  and  therapeutic  actio 
as  the  others.  Although  it  is  to  be  hope! 
that  the  terrible  situation  which  brougl 
this  service  into  being  will  never  arise  agaii 
it  must  be  apparent  that  this  technique  wi 
have  valuable  applications  in  the  field 
pure  medicine. 

A  number  of  such  applications  hav 
already  made  their  appearance,  among  thei 
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ing  the  treatment  of  wounds  and  burns, 
has  been  found  that  a  serious  depletion 
protein  occurs  following  injury  such  as 
Dken  bones  or  serious  burns.  The  result- 
negative  nitrogen  balance  can  be 
eked  by  the  use  of  high  protein  diets  or 
tein  hydrolysates,  and  commercial  pre- 
ations  for  this  purpose  are  available, 
e  kidney  and  liver  disorders  and  peptic 
ers  have  also  been  found  to  respond  to 
same  treatment. 

he  study  of  protein  metabolism  has 
de  big  strides  in  recent  years,  chiefly  as 
suit  of  the  discovery  of  a  "  new  weapon." 
is  is  the  heavy  isotope,  which  has  received 
much  publicity  in  connexion  with  the 
mic  bomb.  Amino  acids  have  been  pre- 
ed  containing  heavy  hydrogen,  nitrogen, 
bon  or  sulphur  atoms,  which  can  be  de-

tected  wherever  they  may  turn  up.  The 
progress  of  these  atoms  can  be  followed  as 
they  are  transferred  from  one  compound  to 
another  in  the  body  until  final  rejection.  In 
this  way,  it  has  been  shown  that  the  pro- 
teins of  the  body  are  in  a  constant  state  of 
breakdown  and  renewal,  "dynamic  equili- 
brium," and  it  has  also  been  possible  to 
prove  the  transmutation  of  one  amino  acid 
into  another,  e.g.  phenylalanine  into 
tyrosine. 

Protein  metabolism,  in  particular  the 
degree  to  which  the  body  is  able  to  synthe- 
sise  some  of  the  amino  acids,  is  still  the 
subject  of  research;  but  this  technique  of 
following,  the  progress  of  the  heavy  isotopes 
and  radioactive  atoms  gives  promise  of 
early  elucidation  of  many  of  the  mysteries 
of  the  body  functions.

Council  for  Germany,  has  also  discussed  this 
question  of  liaison,  and  the  appointment  of 
an  I.G.  Farben  control  officer  for  the  British 
zone  is  expected  to  be  made  soon. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  prepare 
accurate  figures  regarding  the  effect  of  Allied 
bombing  on  the  total  productive  capacity 
of  I.G.  Farbenindustrie,  but  fairly  accurate 
estimates  have  been  made  for  some  of  the 
plants.  The  visual  appearance  of  destruc- 
tion is  inclined  to  be  misleading,  because 
the  plant  may  still  be  more  or  less  intact 
inside  destroyed  buildings.  A  survey  of  the 
huge  works  at  Ludwigshafen,  for  instance, 
shows  that,  although  about  50  per  cent,  of 
the  buildings  have  been  destroyed,  the 
amount  of  equipment  destroyed  is  only 
about  35  per  cent.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
Ludwigshafen  works  could  operate  to  about 
40  per  cent,  of  their  normal  capacity,  but 
it  must  be  pointed  out  that  this  is  a 
theoretical  figure  relating  to  the  plant  and 
makes  no  allowance  for  the  present  lack 
of  raw  materials  and  fuel. 

Variation  in  Damage 

The  Ludwigshafen  works,  which  com- 
prised some  of  the  most  important  chemical 
plants  in  Western  Germany,  are  in  the 
French  zone.  A  survey  of  damage  to 
buildings  in  some  twenty-eight  of  the  com- 
bine's plants  in  the  American  zone  shows 
great  variations,  from  no  damage  to  the  big 
Farben  pharmaceutical  works  at  Hoechst, 
near  Frankfort,  to  damage  recorded  as 
"100  per  cent."  at  an  oxygen-bottling  plant 
in  Karlsruhe.  Damage  of  50  per  cent,  is 
recorded  for  six  out  of  the  twenty-eight 
plants,  30  and  50  per  cent,  for  another  six. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
held  in  Dublin  on  September  n,  Mr.  C.  J.

Bottles  Not  Exported 

The  following  letter  was  read  from  the 
Irish  Glass  Bottle  Co.,  Ltd.:  "Our  atten- 
tion has  been  drawn  to  a  rumour  which  is 
going  round  the  city  to  the  effect  that  the 
tightness  in  the  supply  of  bottles  to  the 
chemist  trade  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
exporting  our  bottles  to  cross-Channel  cus- 
tomers. This  is  contrary  to  the  facts,  as 
the  export  of  bottles  is  under  Government 
control,  and  we  have  not  been  permitted 
to  export  our  goods  since  1941.  Moreover, 
you  can  rest  assured  that,  in  the  event  of 
our  being  allowed  to  do  so,  no  export 
would  be  taking  place,  because  it  is  obvious 
that  the  home  market  is  and  always  will 
be  our  first  consideration.  It  is  quite  likely 
that  the  rumour  arose  out  of  someone  seeing 
our  bottles  on  the  quays  awaiting  shipment 
per  the  Clyde  boat  to  Cork,  and  evidently 
assuming  that  we  were  exporting  them. 
Experience  has  shown  us  that  such  rumours 
are  liable  to  cause  grave  dissatisfaction 
among  our  customers,  and  we  should  be 
much  obliged  if  you  would  kindly  raise  this

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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 

Wife  in  Husband's  Employ. — /.  C. — A 

wife  in  the  employ  of  her  husband  does  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  either  National 
Health  or  Unemployment  Insurances. 

Borneo  Tallow. —  L.  B.  E. — The  name 
Borneo  tallow  is  given  to  a  hard  fat  obtained 
from  the  seeds  of  various  species  of  the 
Dipterocarpaceae,  especially  Shorea  stenop- 
tera,  grown  in  the  East  Indies.  It  closely 
resembles  oil  of  theobroma. 

Destruction  of  Rats. —  C.T.M. — There  are 
four  poisons  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food : — 

1 .  Zinc  phosphide :  A  black  powder,  used 
at  a  concentration  of  5  per  cent,  by  weight 
in  all  baits. 

2.  Arsenious  oxide  ("arsenic"):  A  fine 
white  powder  to  which  a  little  blue  or  red 
dye  is  added  to  conform  with  safety  laws. 
Used  at  10  per  cent,  by  weight  in  sausage 
rusk  or  bread  mash;  at  15  per  cent,  in  sugar 
meal. 

3.  Red  squill  powder:  A  coarse  red  pow- 
der having  the  advantage  of  being  practically 
harmless  to  animals  other  than  rodents.  Used 
at  10  per  cent,  by  weight  in  moist  baits  only. 

4.  Barium  carbonate :  A  white  powder 
used  at  20  per  cent,  by  weight,  in  bread  mash. 
It  is  important  first  to  ascertain  the 

size  and  complete  distribution  of  rat 
colonies  before  control  operations  begin. 
The  campaign  should  be  organised  simul- 
taneously at  all  infested  points,  otherwise 
it  is  difficult  to  get  rid  of  the  final  rem- 
nants. Baiting  with  the  non-poisonous  bait- 
base  is  necessary  to  attract  the  rats.  These 
bait  bases  are  : — 

1.  Moist  bait:  (a)  Sausage  rusk  is  a  dry 
coarse  powder,  obtainable  from  butchers.  It 
is  mixed  with  an  equal  weight  of  water  to 
form  a  crumbly  moist  bait. 

{b)  Bread  mash:  One  part  of  really  dry 
bread  makes  with  water  (1  or  2  parts)  a 
porridge-like  mash. 

2.  Dry  bait:  This  is  national  flour  mixed 
with  10  per  cent,  by  weight  of  castor  sugar. 
The  plain  bait  base  (moist  sausage  rusk) 

is  placed  in  all  occupied  holes  or  other 
places  on  the  first  and  third  days,  and  on 
the  fifth  day  one  or  two  dessertspoonfuls  of 
the  bait  base  mixed  with  the  poison.  If  the 
first  treatment  does  not  kill  all  the  rats 
they  should  be  pre-baited  with  one  of  the 
bait  bases  followed  by  one  of  the  other 
poisons.  If  any  survivors  are  left  a  third 
base  and  a  third  poison  should  be  used.  In 
all  cases  an  interval  of  a  fortnight  should 
lapse  between  the  various  poisons.  It  is, 
of  course,  of  great  importance  to  see  that 
children  and  cats  and  dogs  are  kept  in  safe 
places  away  from  the  poison. 
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CORRESPONDENCE 

Black  Record 

Sir, — "Xrayser"  (C.  &  D.,  September  8, 
p.  239)  gave  some  revealing  figures  relating 
to  opium  poisoning.  They  may  help  to 
reconcile  the  harassed  pharmacist  to  the 
irksome  minutiae  of  D.D.  records.  The  only 
other  poison  with  anything  like  so  high  a 
total  was  arsenic.  In  the  period  1852-56, 
accidental  deaths  from  this  group  ranged 
between  123  and  163.  The  latter  figure,  so 
far  as  the  tables  show,  was  the  highest 
known  :  incidentally,  it  does  not  bear  out 
the  statement  of  Taylor,  in  1875,  that  nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  deaths  from  poisoning 
were  due  to  morphine,  as,  adding  the  figure 
for  suicides,  the  number  for  the  year  alluded 
to  (1856)  was  200,  whereas  the  total  for  all 
poisonings  was  457.  From  that  date,  there 
was  a  gradual  decline,  varied  only  by  slight 
exceptions;  by  1886,  the  accidental  deaths 
from  this  cause  had  fallen  to  eighty-two, 
and  by  1906,  to  seventy- three.

Pharmaceutical  Man-power 

Sir, — It  appears  from  your  editorial 
"Bleak  Prospect"  (C.  &-  D.,  August  18 , 
p.  171)  that  the  Ministry  of  Labour  will  not 
be  told  now,  and  has  not  troubled  to  learn 
from  past  indications,  how  acute  is  the 
position  of  the  civilian  health  service  in 
its  pharmaceutical  aspects,  particularly 
in  suburban  and  semi-rural  areas.  Figures 
of  man-power  may  be  misleading,  and  area 
requirements  and  distances  to  the  nearest 
pharmacy  offer  a  more  fruitful  study. 
During  the  war,  pharmacists  everywhere 
will  admit  that  their  elderly  and  in  many 
instances  retired  colleagues  have  rendered 
yeoman  service.  May  I  suggest  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  should 
recognise  this  by  making  them  life  members  ? 
Meanwhile  local  branches  should  press  for 
Class  A  demobilisation  for  all  pharmacists 
who  have  done  any  war  service,  particu- 
larly abroad.  If  every  one  of  the  local 
pharmaceutical  organisations  (branches 
of  the  Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  and  Associations)  did 
something  in  the  matter,  I  feel  sure  the 
result  would  be  effective.  With  the  pros- 
pects of  a  hard  winter  for  1945-46,  the 
various  Government  departments  re- 
sponsible for  our  welfare  should  be  made 
to  sit  up  and  take  more  than  mere  notice.
